The colored normal class of June, 1894, 
has another claim to its titlé of the Hoo- 
dooed Class.“ The strange fatality that 
has pursued the members’ of the ciass 
now seems to have extended to the class it- 
self. Mallie Wade, who was murdered by 
Charles Webb, was a member of this class. 
One member committed suleide, several oth- 


ers have died. Now the class is threaten- 
ed with a serious setback. 

The eleven members-of the class who are 
now on the list of substitutes for posi- 
tions as teachers in the colored public 
schools, are very indignant over what they 
consider an injustice done them by the 
Teachers Committee of the School Boarn. 
By a recent action the committee placed 
the name of Mrs. Anna L. Curtis ahead 
of the class on. the substitute list. Mrs. 
Curtis was formerly a teacher but lost her 
position when the rule against married 
women was enforced. When the rule was 
rescinded Mrs. Curtis again applied. Her 
husband i William Curtis, a well-known 
colored saloonkeeper and politician and the 
young women claim that undue influence 
Was brought to bear to have her name ad- 
vanced on the Ust. 

As soon as the class learned of the ac- 
tion of the committese it enlisted the sup- 
port of the Alliance of Cotored Ministers of 
St. Lotiis, which held a meeting and de- 
mounced the action of the committee. 
Four members were appointed to present 
the matter to the School Board. This re- 
sulted en the matter being referred back 
to the Teachers’ Committee. The commit-

the present ordinance. 

“According to the published notices of 
this company it is to be bonded for $750,- 
000 and capitalized for the same amount. 
It is to secure its current from the Subur- 
ban Railroad Company's Power house and 
as the road to be built is less than three 
and one-half miles in length. What be- 
comes of the difference between the cost 
of building three and one-half miles of road 
and the $1,500,000 of bonds and stock? It 
is a well-known fact that but few of our 
street railway systems are capitalized at 
an amount greater thdn this. 

Is it not time for the city to pause and 
reflect before infusing life into defunct cor- 
porations and enriching others when money 
is so badly needed for the completion of the 
new City Hall and the cleaning and improv- 
ing of our streets? 

The last section of section 9 is very de- 
fective, and calculated to let the company 
out of complying with all general ordi- 
nances now in force or which may here- 
after be enacted. The last twelve words 
in the section leave much doubt in this re- 
spect. 

“Particular attention is called to the com- 
pones tion to the city referred to in section 
0. It will de noticed that but $1,000 per | 
year is payable to the city beginning Janu- 
ary, 1897, and ending January, 1906, making 
a total gf $9,000. From 1906 to and including 
1910 the sum of $2,000 per annum, or a total 
of $10,000. 

“The ordinance now under consideration 
does not stipulate beyond 1910, and while 
it terminates in 1925, the only provision 
made for compensation to the city with 
reference to section 6 of ordinance 17,375, 
cannot exceed for the last fourteen years 
$5,000 per annum. This is stipulated in the 
close of section 10. Thus‘it will be seen the 
city will get during the entire life of the 
franchise but $89,000. This in the face ot the 
fact that the company is bonded and cap- 
italized for $1,500,000, is a ridiculously inade- 
quate compensation. 

“Will any one familiar with street rail- 
way matters in St. Louis say that if this 
franchise was put up at public sale that a 
sum less than $100,000 cash could be se- 
cured? Added to this the interest at 6 per 
cent on $100,000 or $180,000, would make a 
rrand total of $280,000. of $191,000 more than 
he city secures under the present ordi- 
nance. :
